THE CORENTYNE MERGER 


An extraordinary general meeting of Booker Bros., McConnell 
ind Company, Limited, was held, on 30 October 1939, at 
14, Trinity Square, London, E.C., to consider resolutions in- 
creasing the capital and approving an agreement for amalgama 
tion with the Corentyne Sugar Company, Limited. 


Sir Alfred P. Sherlock (the chairman) said that this was not 
a new idea, but was to some extent the result of the friendly 
relations which had existed between the two companies fo1 
many years and the logical outcome of present-day conditions in 
sritish Guiana, where they were faced with increased taxation 
and labour difficulties. The amalgamation would strengthen 
their management, and they welcomed Mr. C. A. Campbell and 
Mr. E. R. Campbell to the board. Then it would consolidate 
their position in the Colony, where the amalgamated company 
would represent about two-thirds of the sugar industry instead 
of about half, as they now did. Another great gain would be 
the substantial economies which would result; it was just as 
easy to sell 120,000 tons of sugar as 90,000. 


They proposed to exchange for every 12 shares of $1 each 
of the Corentyne company two 6 per cent, cumulative prefer 
ence shares of £1 each and one fully paid ordinary share of £1 
If the amalgamation scheme was approved, the board had agreed 
to purchase the goodwill of Curtis, Campbell and Company's 
business in London for 20,000 6 per cent. cumulative preference 
shares or a payment in cash of £25,000, and had also arranged 
over the business of a subsidiary, Campbell Bros., 
Carter and Company, Limited, at a price to be decided three 
years hence by their respective accountants, but not to exceed 
{2 for every £1 share. The nominal capital of that company

the proposed new issue, while the estimated pro 
fits amounted to rather more than three times the interest re 
quired to meet the dividend on those shares. The proposed 
scheme would put the company into the position of being 
one of the leading sugar companies; in fact, they would repre- 
sent not less than 5 per cent. of the total consumption of sugat 
in the United Kingdom. 


The resolutions were carried unanimously, and the proposed 
increase of capital was approved at a separate meeting of the 
preference shareholders.

Trade in September was affected very considerably, 
as was to be expected, by the onset of war conditions. 
The prime cause was, no doubt, the uncertainty and 
dislocation caused by the change-over from peace to 
war conditions. The requisitioning of vessels for the 
Expeditionary Force, the institution of the convoy 
system, the diversion of shipping from non-essential 
to essential trades, and the special difficulties of trade 
with the Scandinavian countries were all contributing 
factors. The immediate institution of machinery for 
controlling certain exports, comparable with that which 
grew up gradually in the course of 1914-18, also 
affected various branches of export trade somewhat 
severely at the outset. It is noteworthy, however, that 
the reduction in exports in September as compared 
with a year earlier was relatively smaller than in 
August 1914. 

Imports last month were valued at £49-9 million. 
The reduction compared with September 1938 was 
£25-1 million, or 33 per cent. At the outbreak of the 
last war the fall in imports was rather less, the figures 
for August 1913 and 1914 showing a fall from £56°0 
million to £42°4 million, or 24 per cent. 

The declines for the three principal classes were : —

food, drink and tobacco, £14°7 million (89 per cent.): 
raw materials, £45 miliion (25 per cent.); manufae. 
tured articles, £5°7 million (80 per cent.). 

The value of exports of United Kingdom goods jy 
September, amounting to £23°1 million, was £167 
million (42 per cent.) less than in September 1938 
These figures exclude Government stores sent abroad 
for His Majesty’s Forces. The comparative figures for 
August 1913 and 1914 were £44-1 million and £249 
million, the reduction being 45 per cent. 

The declines for the three principal classes were:— 
food, drink and tobacco, £10 million (814 per cent,): 
raw materials, £1°7 million (88 per cent.); manufac. 
tured articles, £13°8 million (44 per cent.). 

Re-exports showed a fall from £4-0 million to £24 
million (41 per cent.), the reduction thus being about 
the same as for exports of United Kingdom goods 
Food, drink and tobacco declined by £247,000 (26 per 
cent.), raw materials by £773,000 (41 per cent.) anj 
manufactured articles by £657,000 (57 per cent.). 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandis: 
last month amounted to £245 million, as compared 
with £39°5 million in August and £31:1 million ; 
September 1938. 


RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1939 WITH 1938 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 609 a table showing the relation of sales in 
September 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1938. Index numbers} showing the relation of certain 
sales in September 1939 to average daily sales in 1937 
are given in a further table. Figures are also given 
comparing the value, at cost, of stocks held, this infor- 
mation being supplied by a smaller number of concerns. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in 
considering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty 
of securing adequate representation of the smaller 
individual retailer. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 

Mernop or ApsustinG Non-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 

In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results, it should be remembered 
that retailers use a varietyt of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1939 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefore, 
the 1938 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1939 so far as length of period is concerned. The 
number of selling days in the calendar month of Sep- 
tember was identical in both years, and accordingly 
corrections for differences in length of period were 
necessary on very few of the schedules.

TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED oR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, as 
far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at leas: 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in th 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which are 
not representative of average operating results and 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from estab- 
lished to newly-opened concerns. Once the new braneh 
or department can report its own sales, not only for the 
month in the current year but also for the same month 
a year earlier, the percentage movements recorded 
should not be seriously affected, but as the first com- 
parison will be with a period of expanding sales the 
published statistics will have a favourable bias. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus Ear ier 

September.—Retail trade in September was 
abnormal in both 1938 and 1939. In 1988 demand for 
apparel and household and furnishing goods was slack, 
while in Central and West End London food was put- 
chased in quantities well in excess of normal demand 
In 1939 curtain materials, blankets, clothing and boots 
and shoes were required in large quantities owing to 
the redistribution of population throughout the country 
and to lighting restrictions. Purchases were also 
stimulated by an expectation of rising prices for some 
classes of goods. 

The money value of daily sales reported in September 
was 13°9 per cent. higher in 1939 than in 1938. The 
increase amounted to 20 per cent. or more in the fout 
provincial areas of England and Wales and to 12'3 pet 
cent. in Scotland. In contrast to the Provinces, 
London (where trade was adversely affected by evacut 
tion of population, transport difficulties, etc.) showed 
a considerable drop (27-5 per cent.) in the Central and 
West End District and a small rise (1-9 per cent.) i 
the Suburban area. 

Sales of food and perishables, which normall) 
account for about 55 per cent. of the total value re: 
ported in September, formed 57 per cent. of the tot® 
for that month in 1988 and only 52 per cent. in 1939 
Sales rose by 11-7 per cent. in September 1939, the 
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corresponding increase a year earlier being 4°5 per cent. 








Central and West End London was the only district 
showing a decrease, 21:7 per cent. Increases elsewhere 
ranged from 2°8 per cent. in the Suburban area to 18-2 
er cent. in the South of England. 

Daily sales of other merchandise, which fell by 3°5 
per cent. in September 1938 as_a result of the inter- 
national crisis, rose by 16:4 per cent. in September 
1939. In the Midlands and South Wales and in the 
South of England the increases amounted to 34-7 and 
35-2 per cent., respectively, while in the two Northern 
districts expansion was also abnormal, exceeding 28 
per cent. Trade in Central and West End London, 
however, suffered a severe contraction, 28°4 per cent., 
and sales reported for the Suburban area were only 
fractionally above the corresponding sales a year ago. 
Sales were considerably higher in most of the nine main 
categories for which comparisons are given, the out- 
standing increases being 37°9 per cent. for piece-goods 
(which, however, had an abnormal fall of 12°5 per cent. 
in September 1938) and 36:7 per cent. for boots and 
shoes. The only decrease was 15:5 per cent. in respect 
of hardware. Furnishing departments and sports and 
travel goods remained at approximately the same level 
as twelve months earlier. 


February-September.—The value of total sales 
reported for the first eight months of the trading year 
was 3°8 per cent. higher than in the corresponding 
period of 1938. The rise was identical for food and 
perishables and for other merchandise, and in both 
divisions of goods Central and West End London was 
the only district for which a decrease was recorded. 
In the other districts the increase varied from 1:7 per 
cent. in Suburban London to 7:0 per cent. in the Mid- 
lands and South Wales. Food and perishables declined 
in Central and West End London by 4:7 per cent., and 
apart from Suburban London, where the rise was 1°6 
per cent., rose elsewhere by percentages varying only 
from 3°5 to 5°38. Other merchandise fell by 8:7 per 
cent. in the Central and West End London area, in- 
creases elsewhere ranging up to 10-0 per cent. in the 
Midlands and South Wales, the increase for Suburban 
London (2:0 per cent.) being much the smallest. 
Three of the main categories, viz. furnishing depart- 
ments, hardware and sports and travel goods, failed to 
reach the 1938 level for the same period. The greatest 
increase, 9°7 per cent., was in boots and shoes. 


INDEX NUMBERS*

The normal seasonal movement was accentuated this 
year in the country as a whole and particularly in the 
areas to which population has moved. In Central and 
West End London sales failed to show any increase 
from the August low level and in the Suburbs the 
upward tendency was less evident than usual. The 
index for total sales rose from 94 in August to 109 
in September (roughly, 16 per cent.), the corresponding 
movement a year ago being from 88 to 96 (roughly, 
9 per cent.). The index for food and perishables rose 
from 108 in August to 114 in September, every district 
except Central and West End London showing higher 
sales. Other merchandise rose from 83 to 108. In 
Central and West End London the rise was very small, 
from 57 to 58, and in the Suburban area the index 
moved only from 76 to 84. In the five other districts 
the increase was much larger, exceeding 30 per cent. 
in Scotland, and also in the Midlands and South Wales. 


STOCKS 
The total value at cost of stocks at the end of Sep- 
tember was almost unchanged from a year earlier, the 
increase being 0-1 per cent. only. There were decreases 
in Central and West London, in the North-East and in 
the North-West. Stocks in the South of England and 
in Scotland were well above the September 1938 level.

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Food and perishables expanded by 20-9 per cent., but 
stocks of other merchandise were lower by 1:3 per 
cent. Four of the categories in the latter division, 
however, showed increases, the greatest (3°1 per cent.) 
being in fancy departments. Much the largest decrease 
was 7°4 per cent. in boots and shoes.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ACT, 1939 


TRANSFER OF SECURITIES TO ENEMY 
SUBJECTS 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made 


an Order sanctioning the allotment or transfer to, or 


for the benefit of, enemy subjects resident in the 
United Kingdom or France of securities issued by a 
company within the meaning of the Companies Act, 
1929, or any corresponding enactment in force in 
Northern Ireland. 


ENEMY MONKEYS AND PROPERTY 


Under Section 7 of the Trading with the Knemy Act, 
1939, power was given to the Board of Trade to appoint 
Custodians of Enemy Property with a view to prevent- 
ing the payment of moneys to enemies and of pre 
serving enemy property in contemplation of arrange 
ments to be made at the conclusion of peace, and by 
the same Section the Board were empowered to requir 
payment to the Custodian of moneys owing to or held 
for enemies and to vest in him such enemy property 
as might be prescribed, giving him such rights, powers, 
duties and liabilities in respect of vested property as 
they might think proper and to require returns to be 
made to the Custodian giving such information as he 
thought necessary for the discharge of his functions. 

An Order under this Section was made on 16 Sep- 
tember requiring payments to the Custodian of moneys 
pavable to an enemy and requiring anybody holding or 
managing property on behalf of an enemy to give notice 
thereof to the Custodian. 

Under this Order, debts due to enemies and moneys 
payable to them by persons in this country are being 
collected by the Custodian and paid by him into a 
separate account in his name at the Bank of England, 
to await, in the words of the Section, ‘‘ arrangements 
to be made at the conclusion of peace.’ 

The Board of Trade have made no general Order 
vesting in the Custodian all property held in this 
country for enemies, and their policy generally is to 
refrain from making Vesting Orders except in two 
classes of cases— 

(1) Enemy shares in British countries (a) controlled 
by enemies where vesting is necessary in order 
to preserve the property, or (b) in cases where 
such action is necessary to enable the com- 
pany concerned to fulfil the requirements of 
the Companies Act in regard to the carrying 
on of its business which would otherwise be 
impossible owing to the fact that the company 
and the enemy shareholders cannot maintain 
contact. 


(2) Other property where its preservation pending 
‘ arrangements to be made at the conclusioy 
of peace ’’ cannot be effectively secured un. 
less it is vested in the Custodian. 


ENEMY-OWNED PATENTS, DESIGNS, 
COPYRIGHTS AND TRADE MARKS 


Statements have appeared in certain newspapers, 
and have apparently been copied in German news. 
papers, to the effect that enemy-owned patents, 
designs, copyrights and trade marks in this country 
are being confiscated or compulsorily transferred to 
non-enemies. No such action is, however, being taken, 
What is evidently referred to in these reports is the 
power given by the Patents, Designs, Copyright and 
Trade Marks (Emergency) Act for the grant in proper 
cases, and under strictly regulated procedure, to 
persons who are not enemies or enemy subjects of 
licences to work patented inventions, use registered 
designs, or produce or perform copyright works, belong. 
ing to enemies. The object of this legislation is to 
enable the articles or substances in question—which 
cannot now be made here or supplied to this country 
by the enemy proprietors concerned—to be produced 
here. The licences granted do not deprive the enemy- 
owner of the property in the patent, design or copy- 
right; and they will be made subject to proper condi- 
tions, including the payment of royalties to the 
Custodian of Enemy Property. 

So far as enemy-owned trade marks are concerned, 
it is only in the comparatively rare cases where it is 
difficult or impracticable to describe or refer to an 
article or substance without the use of an enemy-owned 
trade mark that power is given for the temporary sus- 
pension (not the confiscation) of the trade mark rights 
in individual cases in favour of a person who desires 
to deal in the article or substance and to establish 
another description for it. 


IMPORT LICENSING 


IMPORT PROHIBITION (NO. 4) ORDER, 1939: 
MACHINE TOOLS 


The procedure to be adopted by importers of machine 
tools who wish to be included in the list of approved 
importers, is dealt with in paragraph 5 of the ‘* Notice 
to Importers ’’ concerning the above Order. This 
Notice was issued on 21 October and was published in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 26 October (pages 
578-9). 

The Controller of Machine Tools, Portland House, 
14, Tothill Street, London, 8.W.1, should similarly be 
approached by importers, who, while not being on the 
list of approved importers, wish to make application 
to import a particular consignment of machine tools. 


SILVER BULLION AND FOREIGN SILVER 
COIN: NOTICE TO IMPORTERS 

The Board of Trade have issued an Order, probi- 
biting as from 26 October 1939 until further notice the 
importation into the United Kingdom, except under 
licence, of silver bullion and foreign silver coin.

EXPORT LICENCES 
AMENDMENT ORDERS 


The Board of Trade have made an Order amending 
Article 3 of the Export of Goods (Prohibition) (No. 2) 
Order, 1939. The effect of the Order is that goods 
indicated by the letter ‘‘ C ’’ in the schedule to the 
Principal Order no longer require an export licence in 
order that they may be exported to Egypt or to Pales- 
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tine. The opportunity has also been taken to make it 
clear that export licences are required for such goods 
when consigned to the Canary Islands, Madeira, the 
Azores and the Cape Verde Islands. The Order came 
into force on 30 October, and copies (S.R. & O. 1492) 
may be purchased from H.M. Stationery Office, York 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, or through any 
bookseller, price 1d. net, 14d. post free. 

Norr.—The letter ‘‘ C ’’ was inadvertently rendered 
as ‘‘ {’’ in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ (page 599). 

The text of three further Orders (Nos. 5, 6 and 7) 
amending the Export of Goods (Prohibition) (No. 2) 
Order, 1939, will be found under ‘‘ Statutory and Other 
Government Notices ’’ in this issue. 

These Amendment Orders will come into force to- 
morrow, 8 November. The first mentioned covers a 
variety of goods, including wool and animal hair waste, 
certain food machinery, artificial silk, jute fabrics, 
ammonium and potassium compounds, coal and coal- 
tar products, and motor vans, lorries, etc., and tyres. 
The other two deal with platinum and certain drugs. 


COTTON GOODS 
The Board of Trade announce that on and after 
1 November applications for licences to export any 
classes of cotton goods on the List of Export Prohibi- 
tions, namely :— 

Raw cotton, cotton linters and pulp or board made 
therefrom and cotton waste, including those con- 
taining other materials; 

Cotton yarns, including those containing other 
materials ; 

Absorbent cotton and cotton wadding; 

should be addressed to the Cotton Board, Midland 
Bank Buildings, Spring Gardens, Manchester 2, the 
envelope being marked *‘ Export Licence Application.”’ 
The applications will be examined by the Cotton Board 
who will forward them to the Export Licensing Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade, who are responsible for 
the grant or refusal of the licence. Traders who have 
already made applications for export licences should 
not reapply to the Cotton Board under this arrange- 
ment. 


LICENCES FOR ARMS, AMMUNITION, ETC. 


All communications relating to the issue of Export 
Licences for Arms, Ammunition, etc., under the Arms 
Export Prohibition Order of 19 May 1931, should be 
addressed to the Export Licensing Department, 
Inveresk House, Strand, London, W.C.2 (Telephone 
No.: Temple Bar 0251), and not, as heretofore, to the 
Board of Trade, Great George Street, London, S.W.1. 


CONTROL ORDERS 
PAPER 

The Minister of Supply has issued two Orders known 
respectively as the Control of Paper (No. 4) Order, 
1939, and the Control of Paper (No. 5) Order, 1939. 

The Control of Paper (No. 4) Order revokes as from 
27 October Article 4 of the Control of Paper (No. 1) 
Order, 1939, and Part I of the Third Schedule to that 
Order and establishes new maximum prices for the sale 
of wood pulp, esparto and pulp wood according to 
whether the material was imported before the second 
day of September or on or after that date. At the 
same time, it is ordered that no person shall acquire or 
dispose of any such materials whether situate in or out- 
side the United Kingdom, except under the authority 
of a licence granted by the Minister or in accordance 
with a general or special direction issued by him. 

The same order requires that as from 28 October all 
wood pulp, esparto or pulp wood situate in the United 
Kingdom at, or arriving in the United Kingdom after, 
the date of the Order shall be held at the disposal of 
the Minister of Supply, and further requires that such 
particulars of these materials as the Minister may desire 
shall be sent forthwith to the Paper Controller, Great 
Western Hotel, Reading. 
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The Control of Paper (No. 5) Order revokes as from 
27 October the Control of Paper (No. 1) Order, 1939, 
the Control of Paper (No. 8) Order, 1939, and the 
Schedules A, B and C to the Control of Paper (No. 2) 
Order. For the latter schedules new schedules are sub- 
stituted providing revised maximum prices for waste- 
paper. Reyised maximum prices for rags, etc., are also 
set out in Schedules D and E, while new and increased 
maximum prices for the sale of paper are set out in the 
Order and in Schedules 1 and 2 thereto. 

In addition, it is provided that no maximum prices 
shall be operative in the case of paper sold for export 
and that it shall be lawful to sell or agree to sell for 
forward delivery any materials covered by the Order 
upon any terms the effect of which is that the prices 
charged will not exceed such maximum prices as may 
be permitted at the date of delivery. 

Mills are also prohibited except under licence from 
acquiring any rags, etc., from any source of supply 
other than one from which such materials have 
been acquired during the twelve months prior to 
28 October. 

Finally, the Minister of Supply may require books, 
etc., to be kept and produced and returns to be fur- 
nished by any person engaged in the paper trade. 

The text of these Orders will be found on page 636. 


tAYON 


The Minister of Supply has made a second Order 
relating to the control of Rayon under the Defence 
Regulations. 


The main effect of this Order is to increase by 14d. 
per lb. the maximum prices at which rayon yarns can 
be bought or sold. The maximum prices of staple fibres 
will remain as before. The text of the Order, which 
came into operation on 31 October, is given on

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN IRAN 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation in 
Tehran reports that the following Decree No. 8024, 
issued by the Iran Council of Ministers, was published 
by the Exchange Control Commission in the ‘‘ Journal 
de Téhran ’’ of 25 September. The following is a 
translation of the Decree :— 

“* The Exchange Commission is authorised to 
allow persons (not companies) holding or obtaining 
abroad non-export exchange or foreign exchange 
acquired by them, as commission, to transfer such 
exchange to the importing merchants for impor- 
tation of non-prohibited goods in conformity with 
the regulations.’’ 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
PRECISION TOOLS 

The British Standards Institution, in its programme 
of work in the preparation of specifications for 
engineers’ precision tools, has recently issued three 
further British Standards, namely for steel straight- 
edges of rectangular section, for toolmakers’ flats and 
high-precision surface plates, and for micrometers. 

As in the case of the other British Standards in this 
the primary object of these specifications is to pre- 
scribe standards of accuracy, and the specifications have 
heen prepared with the co-operation of the manufacturers 
and in collaboration with the National Physical 
Laboratory. 

The Standard for Steel Straightedges, No. 863, applies 
to straightedges of rectangular section up to 6 ft. in length, 
such as are used on surface tables and for testing the 
aligument of machine tools. Provision is made for two grades 
of accuracy, limits of straightness, parallelism and flatness 
heing prescribed, while minimum sections are also specified. 
Two informative appendices are included on the subjects of 
the manner of using such straightedges to obtain the 
greatest degree of accuracy and on the testing of straight- 
edges. 

The Specification for Toolmakers’ Flats and High Preci- 
sion Surface Plates, No. 869, deals with steel flats of dia- 
meters from 2 inches to 6 inches, and circular cast-iron 
plates of 10 and 14 inches diameter. The permissible errors 
in flatness range from 0-000 02 in. to 0-000 04 in. according 
to the size of the flat or plate. Some general requirements 
are included relating to the material and to the overall 
dimensions. 

The Specification for Micrometers, No. 870, relates to ex- 
ternal micrometers with measuring ranges from 1 inch to 
12 inches and from 25 mm. to 300 mm. Permissible errors 
are prescribed in respect of the flatness and parallelism of 
the measuring faces, the zero reading, the error in the 
micrometer screw, and the alignment of the spindle and 
anvil. A section of the specification relates to setting 
gauges, while an extensive appendix gives recommended 
methods for testing the measuring faces and for the calibra- 
tion of the micrometer screw.

OUTPUT AND EMPLOYMENT AT 
METALLIFEROUS MINES, QUARRIES, ETC. 


The Mines Department has issued a Statement relating to 
the Output and Employment at Metalliferous Mines, 
Quarries, etc., during the quarter ended 30 June 1939, in 
continuation of the series beginning with the year 1922. 

The Statement shows the quantity and the net selling 
value of the output during the quarter of iron ore and iron- 
stone, tin ore (dressed), lead ore (dressed), zinc ore (dressed), 
barytes and witherite, fluorspar, arsenical pyrites and iron 
pyrites, arsenical soot and white arsenic and certain other 
non-ferrous metalliferous minerals, as well as the average 
metal content of the iron, tin, lead and zine ores raised. 

It also shows the number of persons employed at the mines, 
quarries and works covered by the Statement at the end of 
June 1939, distinguishing wage-earners and clerks and 
salaried persons in various age and occupational groups, and 
particulars of the prices of metals during the quarter.

NORTHERN DIVISION COAL MINES 
INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


The Secretary for Mines announces tne publication of 
Mr. W. J. Charlton’s Report for the year 1938, on the 
inspection of mines under the Coal Mines Act, in the 
Northern Division. 

The Report reviews generally the coal mining accidents 
under their chief causes, and describes in detail many 
individual accidents, with a discussion of their causes and 
the lessons to be learned from them. 

In discussing accidents from falls of ground Mr. Charlton 
stresses the need for greater attention to the methods ol 
support adopted in particular conditions and for ensuring 
that the systems adopted are rigidly adhered to. The 
researches of the North of England Safety in Mines 
Research Committee into the causes of falls in board and 
pillar whole workings are referred to in this connection. 

The question of runaways, and the provision of suitable 
contrivances on haulage roads for preventing runaways, 
are specially dealt with in the section relating to haulage 
accidents. 

Three fatal accidents are described in detail under the 
heading of ‘‘ Explosions of firedamp and coal dust ’’: one 
due to a defective electrical switch which had been put- 
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chased as flameproof, but was not in fact so; another 
yhich occurred during shot-firing in an ironstone mine; 
and a third which was of interest as being an explosion of 
coal dust alone, without the intervention of firedamp. 

The training of boys in safety principles is discussed, and 
details are given of a scheme recently adopted by a Durham 
colliery to provide for the systematic training of their boys, 
and of the advantages claimed for this scheme. The results 
are also given of a special investigation made in North- 
ymberland and Durham to compare the incidence of acci- 
dents among boys who had, and boys who had not, attended 
safety classes. 

Other subjects discussed include the appointment of 
safety officers, with an account of the work done by a 
safety officer appointed in 1937 to co-ordinate safety 
activities at a group of ten collieries; safety propaganda 
generally ; protective equipment; first aid; rescue organisa- 
tion; and miners’ diseases.

* Section 8 of the Corn Returns Act, 1882, as amended by 
Section 2 of the Corn Sales Act, 1921, provides that in the 
weekly summary of quantities and prices each sort of British 
corn shall be computed with reference to the hundredweight of 
one hundred and twelve Imperial standard pounds. 





AUSTRALIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JULY 


Imports of merchandise in July 1939 amounted to 
{stg.8,857,000, as compared with £stg.8,605,000 in July 
1938, an increase of £stg.252,000, or 2-9 per cent., states 
the Government Statistician, Canberra, while exports of 
merchandise were valued at £stg.6,604,000, as compared 
with £stg.6,837,000 in July 1938, a decrease of £stg.233,000, 
or 3-4 per cent. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


In July 1939 there was an unfavourable commodity 
balance of trade of £stg.2,253,000, as compared with an un- 
favourable balance of £stg.1,768,000 in July 1938. Includ- 
ing bullion and specie the balance of trade was unfavourable 
by £stg.1,336,000, compared with an unfavourable baiance

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statis- 
tics reports as follows on the weather and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated : 


RAINFALL 
Calcutta, 29 October._Rainfall has been nearly general 
on the North Madras coast on three days and in Hyderabad 
and Assam on one day. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, 21 October..-Rainfall has been very heavy in 
the Circars and Carnatic and moderate in the Deccan. The 
sowing of paddy and dry crops is proceeding. Crops are in 
fair condition, except in the Deccan and the South. 

Bihar, 23 October.—Rainfall has been light to moderate 
in Manbhum, but no rain has fallen in Monghyr and 
Bhagalpur. Sugarcane damage from insects has occurred in 
the Nawada sub-division, but crops are otherwise in good 
condition. Rabi is progressing. 

Central Provinces, 21 October.—The sky has been clear 
and more rain is needed for khariff rice; Juar is withering 
in lighter soils. Cotton picking has begun in Nimar. 

Punjab, 23 October.—Rainfall has been light, except in 
Rohtak and Multan. Crops are unchanged. 

Bombay, 28 October...Good rains have fallen in the 
Karnatak and crops are in good condition. 
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Sind, 28 October.-There has been no rain. The picking 
of cotton is going on on the left bank and the cotton is in 
boll on the right. 

Assam, 30 October.—The weather has been seasonable 
and crop prospects are fair. 

Bengal, 25 October.—Light to moderate rain has bene- 
fited standing crops and their condition is satisfactory. 


Rice Crorv: First EstrMate 


Calcutta, 24 October.—The first All-India estimate of the 
area covered by the 1939-40 rice crop, issued by the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence and _ Statistics, is 
66,955,000 acres. The corresponding revised estimate for 
last year was 65,828,000 acres. This year’s figure shows an 
increase of 0-2 per cent. as compared with that for last 
year. The condition of the crop is fairly good. 


SUGARCANE CROP 


Calcutta, 26 October.—The second All-India estimate of 
the area under sugarcane is 3,731,000 acres, according to 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 
The corresponding estimate for last year was 3,370,000 
acres. The figure for this year shows an increase of 11 per 
cent. on last year. The condition of the crop is fairly good. 


GrounpNnut EstTiMate 


Calcutta, October 26.—The second All-India estimate of 
the area covered by the 1939-40 groundnut crop, issued by 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
is 6,869,000 acres. Last year’s corresponding revised esti- 
mate was 7,178,000 acres. The figure for this year shows a 
decrease of 4 per cent. on last year. The condition of the 
crop is fairly good. ‘ 


SESAMUM Crop 


‘ Caleutta, October 26.—The second All-India estimate of 
the area covered by the 1939-40 sesamum crop, issued by the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, is 
2,644,000 acres compared with the corresponding estimate 
for last year of 2,678,000 acres. The figure for this year 
shows a decrease of 1 per cent. on last year. The crop is 
in fairly good condition.—Trade Commissioner for India in 
London.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


The weather was dry and somewhat cool in September. 
The threshing of cereals was completed and the picking of 
cotton started. Wheat production is satisfactory, and of 
barley there is a good stock with demand on the increase. 
[t is estimated that the area under potatoes is increased 
by 15 per cent. to 20 per cent. over the previous year. The 
export season for lemons started well, but owing to ship- 
ping difficulties, prices and demand have weakened; similar 
difficulties are anticipated for oranges. There is an abund- 
ance of table grapes, and figs are plentiful. Vintage 
started under favourable conditions and a good average 
crop is assured.—Government of Cyprus Office in London.

THE RHODESIAS AND NYASALAND 


ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS 

With reference to a special article appearing in the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 12 October last, page 527, 
concerning economic and trade conditions in the Rhodesias 
and Nyasaland, some further information is now given col- 
cerning trade conditions in the early months of the current 
year. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


The total value of imports in the first five months 0! 
1939 was £3,878,313, or slightly less than in the correspond: 
ing months of 1938. This was due to a substantial decline 
in May. Imports from the United Kingdom represented 
19-4 per cent. of the total; those from the Union of South 
Africa, 15°5 per cent.; from the United States, 9 per cent., 
and from Canada, 4:5 per cent. 

Gold production to the end of May totalled 317,199 ozs., 
a decline of 6 per cent. from the first five months of 193 
and 1937. 

Exports of Southern Rhodesian produce during the five 
months under review showed a decline of 3 per cent. com- 
pared with the same period of 1938. Shipments of chrome 
ore fell by £198,000, or 71 per cent. Gold exports were 
slightly less and asbestos slightly more than in the first five 
months of 1938. There was a substantial drop in the export 
of maize from £82,000 to £16,000, while meat declined from 
£82,500 to £63,000. 

Re-exports were substantially higher, mainly because 
Northern Rhodesia importers bought more heavily from 
merchant stocks in Bulawayo. 

Tobacco sales.—The annual tobacco auction sales showed 
the following results:—After fifteen weeks, 20,395,792 Ibs. 
of fine cured and 414,155 lbs. of fire cured tobacco were 
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sold, realising £882,675 as compared with 21,541,260 Ibs. 
and 787,500 Ibs. and £1,015,144 during the first fifteen weeks 
of the sales in 1938. The quantity is thus slightly and the 
proceeds considerably lower than last year. Sales to the 
Union of South Africa have been 50 per cent. greater than 
a vear earlier at a slightly higher average price. 


Retain TRADE 


Retail trade was good and it appears from the orders that 
agents for United Kingdom manufacturers obtained that 
the stock position was generally satisfactory. Where over- 
stocking occurred it was in the lower qualities of cotton 
piece-goods for the native trade. 


NorTHERN RHODESIA 


Exports of Northern Rhodesian produce during the first 
four months were very slightly less than a year earlier, but 
the value of the imports declined from £1,866,000 to 
£1,447,000. This fall is accounted for by the abnormal im- 
ports of mining and electrical plant during 1937 and 1938 in 
connection with the development work on the large mines 
in the Copper Belt and at Broken Hill. The disappearance 
of this demand has caused the United Kingdom share of the 
import trade to fall from 47-7 per cent. to 43-9 per cent. and 
that of the United States from 11-5 per cent. to 8-2 per cent. 


Imports of the products of Southern Rhodesia rose from 
136 per cent. to 15:4 per cent. and the Union of South 
Africa has gained both relatively and actually, her share 
rising from 12:8 per cent. to 19 per cent. 


NYASALAND 


In Nyasaland the values of both imports and exports 
during the first five months of 1939 show a substantial de- 
cline from 1938. Exports were, however, greatly affected by 
he fall in the market price of tea. The returns from tobacco 
planting were not satisfactory and the cotton crop was not 
expected to exceed 50 per cent. of normal production. 
During the period under review the native trade merchants 
were heavily overstocked.

The Board of Trade in exercise of the powers conferred 
upon them by Section 1 of the Import, Export and Customs 
Powers (Defence) Act, 1939(a), and of all other powers 
enabling them in that behalf, hereby order as follows :— 


1. Goods consigned from any country specified in the First 
Schedule hereto are prohibited to be imported into the 
United Kingdom unless at the time of the entry thereof 
under the Customs Acts there is produced a certificate of 
origin and interest relating to those goods 


Provided that this prohibition shall not apply :—

certificate of origin and interest or of a licence 
issued by the Board of Trade under the Trading 
with the Enemy Act, 1939.

‘Certificate of Origin and Interest’’ means a Cer- 
tificate in a form approved by the Board of Trade signed 
by a British Consular Officer stating that of the cost 
of the goods described therein not more than 25 per 
centum was derived from materials grown or produced 
or from work done within enemy territory, and that no 
person who is an enemy has any interest in the goods 
described therein. 


3. Nothing in this Order shall be taken to be an authority 
for doing any act, the doing of which would except under 
such an authority constitute an offence of trading with the 
enemy. 


1. This Order may be cited as the Import (Certificates

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 
The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 


the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre- 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 


behalf. 


When making applications for information 
should clearly specify: 


enquiries 


(1) The countries which information is 


required ; 


concerning 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
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may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be ‘governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department's guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
